A BATTER Y OF BOILERS EXPLOD ES- 


F iv e M en K iller!; T h re e S e v e re ly I n ju r e d;

P ittsb u rg , Pa., March 14.—A battery of 
boilers at the West Point boiler works of R. 
Monroe & Sons, on the corner of Twenty - 
Third and Smallman-streets, exploded short­ 
ly after 12 o’clock toda y , completely wreck­ 
ing the plant and bury ing a number of men in 
the ruins. 
Four have been taken out dead 
and three badly injured, and there are still 
a number in the ruins. 
A dozen others were 
seriously 
injured, 
many 
of 
them 
it 
is 
thought 
fatally . 
The 
names 
of 
the 
dead 
already 
removed 
from 
the wreck arc: August Lindbaugh, engineer; 
Charles Allenbaclie, laborer; Daniel Clark, 
boiler maker; J ohn Remhcimer, boiler ma­ 
ker. 
Martin Conners and Frank Manchester 
were taken from the ruins alive. 
Conners 
it is believed will die. 
The names of the 
other injured aro not y et known. 
The ex­ 
plosion occurred just after the noon whistle 
had sounded, and 
many 
of 
the work­ 
men had left the works to get their din­ 
ners. 
The concussion shook buildings for 
several squares. 
In a few minutes a large 
crowd had gathered about the wreck and the 
scene was most agonizing. 
XV ives, mothers 
and children ran about cry ing and eagerly 
searching for their loved ones. 
rI lie work of 
rescue is going on vigorously . 
Four are be­ 
lieved to be still buried in the d eb ris,and it is 
feared many more were 
caught 
in the 
wreck. 
The 
cause 
of 
the 
explosiou 
has 
not 
been 
learned. 
The 
build­ 
ing 
was 
a 
large 
oue-story 
brick 
structure. 
The plant was worth about $20,- 
000 and will prove a total less. 
Nothing re­ 
mains but a mass of brick, mortar and tim 
bers. 
The concussion shattered windows 
and damaged houses for three blocks away , 
and it is a miracle that more people were not 
killed or injured. 
At 2 o'clock the hotly of J ames Carton, a 
helper, was taken out, making five dead re­ 
moved. 
Martin Conners 
was so terribly 
scalded that he will die. 
The names of the 
most seriously injured are : J ohn Forest, a 
helper; Harvey Barr, a helper; William 
Kelly , J ohn Barber and J ames Cortney , 
boiler makers. 
The boilers were inspected 
six months ago and were thought to be in 
first-class shape. 
The real cause of the cx- 
plosiou will probably be never known.

The A ppropria tion for the Da iry C onim ls- 
» iou Increa sed to.SlOO.OOO.

A l b any , March 14.—In the Assembly to­ 
day the special order was the annual appro 
priation hill, upon which the House went in­ 
to Committee. 
Nixon moved to increase the 
appropriation 
for the Dairy Commission 
from $75,000 to $100,000 and made an earnest 
speech in favor of his proposition. 
He said 
ihere 
were in the State 
240,000 farms 
directly supporting 500,000 and indirectly 
1,500,000 of people. 
Previous to 1884 
15, 
000,000 pounds of oleomargarine were mam: 
factuted. 
Now there is scarcely any . In the 
past four y ears, through the efforts of the 
Dairy Department, the price of butter has 
been raised to the farmer from three to five 
cents, while to the consumer it has scarcely 
been raised at all. 
Of the 1,600 cheese and 
butter factories in the State 1,200 were 
examined aud inspected by the officers of the 
department. 
There was no serious objection 
to the amendment, what there was boim 
based on the assumption that the Senate 
would cut it down and get a reputation for 
economy . Some city members were disposed 
to object, hut contented themselves with neg­ 
ative voting. 
The increase to $100,000 was 
agreed to. 
Moses’ bill to organize a State Commission 
in Lunacy and to define its duties was 
passed.

The 
Governor vetoed it last year, but there Is 
hope that he has received new light upon the 
subject. 
For the Indiana Legislature, with 
a Democratic majority in both houses, has 
just passed such a bill, and the Republican 
Governor has signed it.

scoundrels to the square foot than any other

States outside of the penitentiaries, but 
tiiey discovered that unless they gave ti e 
people some guarantee of protection to their 
suffrages, the state would move over from 
the doubtful column into the ranks of the 
solid North. 
We suppose the Governor lias 
heard from Indiana. 
We suppose he has also 
heard the plaint of a certain Democratic J udge 
of bis own creation that Democratic votes 
have recently gone up from $1 to $25 apiece. 
A s Governor Hill is a politician whose ear is 
always to the ground, it is quite possible that 
he may learn that the time has come for him 
to do something in behalf of ballot reform. 
The caucus also decided to unite in sup­ 
port of the license bill prepared by |the E x­ 
cise Commission, on the ground that the 
Governor is more likely to sign it than any 
other. 
The Governor did say in his mi ssage 
that he did not approve the Commission or 
its work, but it is possible that he has 
changed his mind on this subject also. 
The 
exposure of the bill by lion . Noah Davis 
showed it to be a scheme calculated to delight 
the heart of the average liquor dealer, for 
while it slightly increased the charge for 
license 
it 
enlarged 
the 
privileges 
of 
the trade, by protecting it,on Sundays, void­ 
ing the penalties for selling to minors,, etc., 
sufficiently to compensate it for the larger 
license fee a hundred times over. 
If Gov. 
Hill has rend J udge Davis’s criticism care­ 
fully, he will probably sign the bill in the in­ 
terest of the liquor traffic. 
If be vetoes it af­ 
ter it has been passed by a Republican Leg­ 
islature, be will earn a larger meed of thanks 
from the temperance people of the state 
than 
the 
Legislators 
who 
were 
elected 
to 
stand 
by 
the 
principles 
of 
high 
license 
and 
more 
rigid 
restriction 
of 
the evils of the liquor trade. 
It is possible, 
however, that the Senate will not unite with 
the Assembly in the support of this bill. The 
Senate does not sit under a papier mache 
ceiling paid for at the price of carved oak. 
T he Senators will meet in caucus with the 
Assemblymen to-night, 
The sense of the caucus was that the labors 
of the Legislature should be brought to a close 
In time for adjournment on* May 10th.

this conclusion the people will concur.

There 
is 
no 
mistaking 
the 
meaning 
of such a verdict. 
It cannot be charged to 
ignorance or indifference, fora wide awake, 
thorough canvass has been made, and the ad­ 
vocate« have been among the most intelligent 
and respected men of the state. Summed up, 
the conclusion of the people is that prohibi­ 
tum in New Hampshire docs not prohibit, 
while it deprives them of the revenues to 
which they are entitled from the trulfic. 
They will now demand of the Legislature a 
high license law and probably get it. 
The 
men who have been enjoying big incomes for 
forty years from a business that is not taxed, 
will be asked to assist in supporting the gov­ 
ernment that protects them, and also to help 
a little in the suppoit of the paupers and the 
punishment of the criminals that their busi­ 
ness lias created. 
The liquor dealers are exulting, of course, 
but they will find after the Legislature gets 
together that they have not won a victory. 


A law will be enacted whose operations will 
tienetit the people but be worse for the trallic.

ASSEMBLYMEN IN CAUCUS. 


The Republican members of Assembly held 
a caucus lust night. 
They resolved lo ad 
vanee the Saxton electoral reform bill 
rapidly as possible, which is good news. The 
Governor vetoed it last year, but there 
hope that he has received new light upon the 
subject. 
For the Indiana Legislature, wilh 
a Dem ocratic majority in both houses, hi 
just passed such a bill, and the Republican 
Governor has signad it. 
The Democratic 
side of the Indiana Legislature contains more 
scoundrels lo the square foot than any other 
equal collection of 
men m the 
United 
States outside of the penitentiaries, but 
they discovered that unless they gave tl 
people some guarantee of protection to their 
suffrages, the stale would move over from 
the doubtful column into the ranks of the 
solid N orth. 
We suppose the Governor has 
heard from Indiana. 
We suppose he has also 
heard the plaint of a certain Democratic Judge 
of his own creation ihat Democratic votes 
have recently gone up from $1 to $25 apiece 
As Governor Hill is a politician whose ear 
always to the ground, it is quite possible that 
lie may learn that the time has come for him 
to do something in behalf of ballot reform. 
The caucus also decided to unite in sup 
port of the license bill prepared by ‘the Ex 
cise Commission, on the ground that the 
Governor is more likely to sign it than any 
other.

ing the penalties for selling to minors,, etc., 
sufficiently to compensate it for the larger 
license fee a hundred times over. 
If Gov. 
Hill has read Judge Davis’s criticism care­ 
fully, lie will probably sign the bill in the in­ 
terest of the liquor traffic. 
If he vetoes it af­ 
ter it has been passed by a Republican Leg­ 
islature, be will earn a larger meed of thanks

Los Angeles,Cal., March 14.—Two steam­ 
ers sailed yesterday from San Diego to En­ 
senada, and were loaded to the guards with 
miners and prospectors. Governor Torres 
telegraphed the Mexican Secretary of War for 
additional troops. He is fearful of bloodshed, 
and the feeling between the Mexican and 
American miners over their rights to certain 
gulches has so increased that a conflict seems 
certain. Mexican troops are hurrying to the 
minefs rom the City of Mexico. It is also re 
ported that a detachment of soldiers from the 
Mexican barracks at Mazatlan are en route to 
Ensenada by special steamer. At present 
there is a force of 150 soldiers at the mines. In

Sain King Lee, 
the Chinese nabob, who sheltered about 30

received a letter of warning. It was signed":

AN OLD 
V E TE R A N ’S 
EXPERIENCE 


A t th e B a ttle o f F red eriek*b tire—C rashes o f 
M u sk etry—Skirm ish Line. 
Several veterans of the late war met in 
Kingston, recently, and related experiences. 
One of the num ber said: “ The first time I 
was under fite, was at tbe battle of Freder­ 
icksburg. 
I was a boy fresh from school. It 
was a sudden change from my home life. At 
the battle of Fredericksburg we bad listeued 
the greater part of the day to the cannonad­ 
ing and the terrific crashes of musketry from 
a safe place where even the shells did not 
reach 
us; 
but 
laic 
in the 
afternoon 
we 
were hurried 
across a river 
and 
marched 
close 
up 
to 
tiie 
battle 
line. 
There was a lull. 
It was anticipated 
that the battle would be renewed at any mo­ 
ment. 
Now and then a shell whizzed over 
our heads, causing us to hug the ground. 
While lying there I saw au orderly hurry up 
and deliver an order to seud from our Regi­ 
ment a detail of 10 men to go out in advance 
of the skirmish line, as a sort of picket, as an 
extra precaution to prevent surprise in case 
of a movement on the part of the enemy. 
I 
thought to uryselí ‘ I hope I ’ll not be put on 
that detail.’ The Sergeant came down tbe line 
and pronounced my name. 
My hair stood 
on 
end. 
‘Great 
Scott!’ I breathed 
in 
wardly, 
‘ I 
wish 
I 
was 
hom e!’ 
It 
wouldn’t do to show the white feather; I 
had too much pride for that, so I joiued tbe 
others. 
We crawled slowly along until we 
came to a ditch, such as are often found in 
Virginia. 
W e dropped in and worked up 
toward the skirmish line. 
As I was feeling 
my way I put my hand on something that 
was coid and clammy. 
I wondered what it 
was. 
Upon closer inspection I found that I 
had my hands on the face of a dead man. 
I 
shuddered. 
I got over that corpse somehow, 
and a little further on, I stumbled and fell, 
and there were three dead 1 todies uuder me, 
one lying on top of tbe other. 
By the time 
we had reached n point opposite the place of 
our destination, 1 felt that it would be a 
relief to get out of that ditch, even though it 
were directly in the face of a shower of bul­ 
lets. 
Anything was preferable to that re­ 
ceptacle of dead men. 
After rising from the 
ditch, we crawled out past the skirmish line 
until we got so close to the Confederate lines 
, we could hear the men talkjng to each other. 
There we lay stretched out close to the 
ground all niglit'loug. 
Now and then a bul­ 
let whizzed by, but none of our party were 
killed. 
In the night a big gun was fired back 
of tbe Confederate lines, and shells went 
screaming above us, striking among the 
troops near the river. 
We were ordered to 
return just before daylight. 
When we came 
to the regiment it was with a wonderful feel­ 
ing of satisfaction that I was so far from the 
enemy. 
I was a veteran after that. 
J had 
experienced way.*’
